He 
was sleeping without the aid of anodynes. 
The pulse- and temperature did not rise so 
high from the effect of yesterday’s 
operation as the surgeons. expected. 
It is now six days since any mor- 
phine was administered. The rather 
high fever, the physicians say, is due to 
the soreness of the flesh where the recent 
incision was made. The flow of the pus has 
been free since the last operation, and, tak- 
ing everything into consideration, the condi- 
tion of the patient is as good as could be ex- 
pected.

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THE PATIENT. 
CONTINUED CONFIDENCE, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 9.—There is 
continued confidence felt by all about the 
President to-night. Dr. Agnew left the city 
this afternoon, as he did not’ deem his pres- 
ence in any way needed. The good effects 
of the incision have clearly shown them- 
selves. Thedrainage of the wound has been 
perfect, and none of the surgeons anticipate 
any further trouble in keeping the wound 
clear. Most of -the fever is attributed to the 
last cutting. It is a little less at the pres- 
ent writing than it was at the same 
hour last night, and after to-mor- 
row a noticeable decrease is looked 
for with confidence. The healing process 
is going on rapidly in the original opening 
ef the wound. Itis almost entirely healed 
from the mouth of the original wound to 
iis junction with the first incision. From 
this latter point the healing was extending 
to the great cavity. 
THE NEW cuT: 
whichis below all the ribs, and reaches the 
track of the wound in front of the wall of 
the abdomen, will allow the healing of the 
wound, which hasalready begyn from the 
point where the second incision strikes it, 
upwards and outward to the junction of 
the first incision. When this portion is 
healed, all that part which invoives the cavity, 
and trom the cavity to the point where the 
bullet struck the President, will be beyond the 
necessity of special care from the surgeons. All 
the wound below the second incision lies out- 
side of the great cavity, and it is believed that 
every point of it can be easily reached with the 
knife if an abscess forms at any part of it. Dr. 
Bliss said to-night; in describing 
THE COURSE OF THE BALL 
as he nnderstands it, that it struck and broke 
the tenth rib and passed through it, cutting a 
hole through the wali of the great cavity. It 
bruised the liver, but whether ft had broken 
through the covering of the liver or not he did 
not feel entirely certain. He thought the ball 
had struck the edge of the diaphragm. The rib 
bad turned the ball downward, and it had passed 
back from the cavity into the anterior wall of 
the abdomen. The short track of the wound 
- along the inner wall of the cavity had been en- 
tirely covered by the adhesive intlammation, 
so that there was no escape of pus into 
the great cavity, but a channel from 
the ball to the outer openings of the wound. 
There has been no probing of the wound, except 
such as has been in one seuse performed by the 
catheters introduced at times to aid in discharg- 
ing the pus and cleansing the wound. 
THE ELECTRIC PROBE 
bas not been used, and no late experiment has 
been tried with the inductive baiance. Prof. 
Bell is now having made at bis shop in Boston a 
still more delicate set of coils than those aiready 
used, and with the new ones he ex- 
pects much better results. There is 
no present intention of either probing 
the wound or cutting for the ball. The confi- 
dence uf the surgeons is shared by the members 
of the President's bousehoid, and by ali his at- 
tendants. Dr. Bliss, in speaking of the case to- 
day. said there had been no signs whatever of 
erysipeias, and there were none about the new 
cut. He regarded the time passed for an abscess 
caused by the wounding or bruising of the liver, 
and the period within which lockjaw is likely 
had about passed.

Weuse lint to keep 
the wound open, and, indeed, the condition is 
now so favourable that Dr. Agnew, the consult- 


ing physician, thinks he will go home this after- 


noon.” 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon Drs. Reyburn ana 
Bliss were still on duty at the White House, 
and they remained uatil late to-night. They 
said the President was as cheerful as could be 
expected under the circumstanees. The fact 
that the new operation made yesterday allow- 
ing the pus to be discharged without the use of 
a drainage tube is considered by some physi- 
cians as good evidence that there will be 


.NO FURTHER USE FOR THE KNIFE. 

The unfavorable symptoms of to-day in high 
pulse and temperature are attributed entirely 
to the operation of yesterday. It may be 
Thursday before the President fully rallies from 
it, but that he will rally all the physicians unan- 
imously declare, and of all persons they ought 
to know. At 10 o'clock to-night a Western As- 
sociated Press agent had a talk with Dr. Bliss 
about the President. He said that the President 
was then sleeping. and that the surgeons were 
so far entirely satisfied with the effects of yes 
terday’s operation. He said: 

“The amount of the discharge is liberal for the 
extent of the secreting surface. There is not 
much secretion. All the pus there is comes out 
now. Of course there is some swelling yet 
where the new incision was made, and the parts 
are very sore. This causes irritation, and the 
fever of the wound is added to by the fever 
produced by the cutting and the irritation yet 
existing. That cut produces some fever neces- 
sarily. Take a well man and make that incision 
in him, and 

FEVER WILL FOLLOW. 

The swelling of the parts at the opening of the 
incision tends to close M%; they bear together. 
The parts are so sore that the simple putting in 
and removing of cotton is painful. The Presi- 
dent bas picked up a good deal lately. His feat- 
ures look better; that pinched expression he had 
has entirely disappeared, and, while he bas fallen 
off a good deal, I think he has lost all the fat he 
will lose. Everything now points to his recov- 
ery, and we do not feel apprehensive about him. 
By to-morrow the inflammation caused by the 
incision will subside, and his fever will recede. 
Dr. Agnew, when he left to-day, felt that the 
President was getting along all right. He went 
away feeling that he was justified by the Presi- 
dent’s condition in leaving the case. This late 
trouble has not been a relapse. It was a partial 
obstruction to the discharge of pus, which has 
been relieved by the inciston. You can say that 
the President is getting along finely, and we con- 
fidently expect his recovery.” 

The President went tosleep to-night without 
morphia. 

AT MIDNIGHT. 

The President has had a more comfortable 
and quiet day than would be thought compatibie 
with a state of continuous fever. He has taken 
more nourishment than yesterday, and experi- 
enced no recurrence of the distressing nausea 
which affected his febrile system yesterday 
afternoon, The new incision is still very sensi- 
tive to the touch, and even the laying of a piece 
of itint saturated with carbolized oil on 
the raw’ flesh causes pain. It is to this 
sensitive condition of the wound that 
the continuous fever is attributed. The sides of 
the incision, however, will grow less sensitive as 
they become covered with natural secretions 
which follow an injury of this kind, and by to- 
morrow or next day the new wound will be little 
more sensitive than the old. In the meantime 
drainage tubes are dispensed with, and the 
mouth of the incision is simply kept open with 
a little lint and absorbent cotton, which are re- 
moved as they become saturated with the dis- 
charge. 

THE QUANTITY OF PUS OBTAINED TO-DAY 
was not great, but it was apparently all the 
wound contained. The track was thoroughly 
cleared, and what irritation there is now from 
the wound must be attributed to the fresh in- 
cision and not to a retention of anything which 
ought to come out. The old wound made by the 
bullet has entirely healed, and its mouth is par- 
tially covered with newly-formed skin. The in- 
tensity of fever to-day was about the same as 
yesterday. The patient’s pulse rose to 104 at 
noon, to 106 at 6 p. m.,and;the temperature 
from 99.7 to 101.9. Shortly after the evening ex- 
amination the fever began to abate, as it did 
last night, and at this hour the pulse is below 
100 and the temperature has correspondingly 
decreased. As the patient bas 

SLEPT MOST OF THE EVENING, 
it is not possible to hold a thermometer under 
his arm for ten minutes without seriously dis- 
turbing him. ‘The exact temperature bas not 
been taken since 7, but it is thought to be below 
100. It is now five days since the last hypoder- 
mic injection of morphia was given, but the pa- 
tient seems to have no difficulty in gettinga 
good night's rest without it. He is now siecep- 
ing soundly, and will have a better night, the 
surgeons think, than last night. Drs. Bliss and 
Reyburn both report him doing extremely well, 
and a decided change for the better will be ap- 
parent as soon as the irritation caused by the 
new incision subsides. 
GUITEAU. 
DESTITUTE OF FRIENDS. 

WasHIneorTon, D. C., Aug. 9.—Guiteau has 
now been confined in jail over five weeks. 
It is rather a singular fact that no ope has 
ever called upon him at the jail with a 
friendly purpose, that during his wanderings 
in this city he never made one friend who 
now manifests any substantial interest in 
him; that no letter has been received by 
Guiteau proffering him counsel or assistance. 
Such an absolute destitution of friends is 
something unprecedented even in the case of 
the meanest criminals. He has never asked 
to have anybody sent for. It willbe remem- 
bered that he arranged, when he planned the 
assasination of the President, to be driven 
directly to the jail, hoping thereby 
to escape popular fury. One of the letters 
which he had written was addressed tu Gen. 
Sherman, and requested him to guard the 
jail. Itis thought that he feels some com- 
fort and security in having soldiers about 
him. From what can be learned of his ideas 
it is apparent that, in case tne President had 
been killed, he never expected to suffer for 
the crime.

wetted himself up to a pitch where he con- 
sidered it his duty to remove the President 
in order to make room for one who, in his 
opinion, would be more just to all parties.

He seems 
to relish milk, and often asks forit. He takesa 
special gastronomic delight in meat. Beef seems 
at present to be one of the main objects of his 
life. He shows littie concern just now about 
anything except his meals. He has lost no flesh 
since his confinement, and if anything is in bet- 
ter condition than when he was taken to jail. 
He is now apparently in excellent health,—eats 
heartily and sieeps soundly. He is more 
composed now and less overvous than 
when first taken to jail. He has settled 
down, the officials say, to await philosophic- 
ally for the result. At no time since his con- 
hnement, it ig stated by his attendants, has he 
sbown any manifestation of sorrow or remorse. 
He shows some anxiety about the President's 
condinon, and 
HOPES THAT HE WILL RECOVER. - 

The prospect of being punished for murder does 
not now seem an agreeable one, as Guiteau evi- 
dently feels satisfied that the people would not 
now justify his act. He never hails prisoners 
passing his cell to inquire for news about the 
President, as he is so separated from the other 
prisoners that none of the prisoners pass his 
cell. The prisoner that comes to the ceil occa- 
sionally to clean up is closely watched by the 
guard. Guiteau,in fact, shows no desire to 
communicate with the prisoners. He considers 
himself above them, and does not care 
for any association with them. He does not re-. 
gard bimseif as belonging to the criminal class. 
The portrait of President Garfield and other 
pictures, which decorated the wall of Guiteau’s 


oner of esthetic taste, have been removed from 
the wall. They were taken down about two 
weeks ago, when a new coat of whitewash was 
put on the wall. The prisoner reads his Bible 
almost constantly. The Warden asked him yes- 
terday if he found anything new in the Bible, 
and he replied, “I find many things that | like 
to read.”

MATERIAL FOR HIS AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

These reports arose out of the fact that he was 
occupied for some time in writing points about 
himself,—where he was born, places where he 
had lived, who his relatives were, etc.. for the 
benefit of the authorities. He is furnished with 
paper and pen and ink when he wants to write. 
At first he used his time in.revising a work called 
“Trutb,”—a sort of commentary upon the 
Bible. The greatest part of the only edition of 
this book ever published was destroyed by fire 
at the place where they were printed in Boston. 
Guiteau’s literary labor in jail seems to have 
been confined to writing a new preface for this 
work. He thengave upthe task of revision. 
Since the first week of his confinement 
he has not made much allusion to the motives of 
his crime. Then, before the excitement. passed 
away, he frequently proclaimed himself a “ Stal- 
wartof the Stalwarts,”’ and announced that he 
had been inspired to commit the crime. He is 


NOT NOW COMMUNICATIVE, 

one reason being that he has no one to commu- 
nicate with. The guards at the jail do not care 
to converse with him. The soldiers are nut per- 
mitted to. There are three reliefs at the jail, 
and consequently only three guards come in 
contact with the prisoner. The soldier who does 
guard duty near the cell is relieved every 
six hours. It is doubtful now whether 
Guiteau would talk to anyone about his crime. 
The District Attorney and his stenographer used 
to visit him frequentiy. During the last week 
Col. Corkhbiill has not been there atall. Guiteau 
has not expressed any desire to see him or any- 
one else. When he wants to talk about anything 
connected with his jail life or any other subject 
he asks to have the Warden, Gen. Crocker, sent 
to him. He is said to be respectful in his lan- 
guage toall persons, and not profane or abusive, 
as has been published. “I have never known 
him to make use of a profane word,” said 
Warden Crocker. “He is not that kindof a 
man.’ The rule prohibiting any intercourse 
with him by outsiders is still strictly enforced.

WESTERN PASSENGER TROUBLES 
The Western Trunk Line Association held a 
meeting yesterday at the oflice of Commissioner 
Dixon for the purpose of taking action regard- 
ing the continued refusal of the Eastern lines to 
comply with the rules of the Association and 
give the Western lines their proportion or the 
rates on immigrant business. As is generally 
known this Association was started a little more 
than a year ago for the purpose of exacting pro- 
portionate rates on immigrant traffic, the trunk 
lines having been in the habit of keeping the 
cream and leaving but the skim-milk 
to the Western tines. In order to 
get a little cream themselves the. Western 
lines banded together and adopted 
& tariff on imwigrant business to be charged as 
their proportion, and they also decided not to 
allow the trunk lines to exact 25 per cent for 
terminal expenses,as has been the practice. 
The trunk lines of course kicked against the 


fused to be broken up, and reorganized without 
the Kock Island, fully determined to 
force their just demands to be recog- 
nized by the Eastern trunk lines. Both 
sides fought along stubbornly, and the situation 
to-day is not much better than when the Asso- 
ciation was first formed. All that bas been 
gained is that the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany has decided to accept the terms of the As- 
sociation.

They 
were ail agreed that the demands of the Weat- 
ern lines were just, and that retaliatory meas- 
ures against the recalcitrant Eastern lines 
should forthwith be taken. The only difference 
of opinion was as to the best means tobe 
adopted in order to bring the trunk lines to 
terms. Whiie some were in favor of the most 
energetic measures, even to the extent of 
breaking off ail business reiations with the Kast- 
ern lines which refuse to accept the Association 
piattorin, not only on immigrant business, but 
aiso On first-class business, others did not think 
it advisable to take extreme measures at once, 
as the present disrupted and unsatisfactory con- 
dition of ail passenger affairs, both East and 
West, would make the enforcement of extreme 
measures rather troublesome,and might end 
disastrous iu the end te all concerned. The 
proposition that the Western lines should with- 
draw all through tickets, both on immigrant and 
first-class business, from the Kastern trunk lines 
which refuse to abide by the rules of the West- 
ern Association, after proper notice of such con- 
templated action has been given them, was still 
under consideration when the meeting adjourned 
ata late hour last evening. The proposition 
willbe further considered and astea upon this 
morning. 

A portion of the afternoon was consumed in 
discussing the new troubles tbat have just 
broken out between the Alton and the Wabash 
Railroads, a full account of which was exciu- 
sively published in yesterday’s TRIBUNE. it 
was thought that a fair discussion of the situa- 
tion might lead to some amicable arrangement, 
or pave the way to some amicable arrangement, 
by which the Western rates could be restored. 
But the contending factions were in no such 
temper as would allow of a fair consideration of 
the difficulties. The proceedings were hot and 
Spicy, and one accused the other of having 
torced the issue without cause. The Wabash & 
Missouri people claimed that the Aiton had no 
cause for its action in allowing connecting lines 
to take business by adding the cut rates $4 to 
St. Louis and $ to Kansas City, and on 
east-bound business $7 to Chicago and 
$4 to St. Louis. The General Passenger 
Agents of the St. Louis roads said the charge 
that they allowed rebates from points west of 
the Missouri River is unfounded. Some of their 
tickets agents mightin a few instances have 
given a special rate, but if such was done it 
was without their knowledge or sanction. If 
the Alten bad proof of such facts it should have 
jaid them before the proper parties for investi- 
gation, and if found to be true the offending 

aries would nave been quickly brought to 

ustice. But the first they knew of the matter 
was the announcemect that the Aiton had al- 
lowed the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6 to tick- 
et over its line by adding $7 to Chic and $4 
to St. Louis. This compelled the st. Louis lines 
to give the Union Pacific the same privilege, 
as they could not aliow the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé and the Alton to get away wita all 
the business. <A prolific correspendence be- 
tween the General Managers and Genera! Pas- 
senger Agents of the Wabash and Alton Roads 
now followed, but each side contended that the 
other had commenced the trouble, and conse- 
quently came to no understanding. This morn- 
ing the General Passenger Agents of St. Louis 
ciaimed they were again taken by surprise when 
they read in THE TRIBUNE that the Alton had 
given instructions to its conneetions east, north, 
and south to sell tickets through to Kansas City 
via the Alton by adding $5 from Chicago, and 
through to St. Louis by adding & from Chicago. 
The General Passenger Agent of the Alton, on 
the other hand, claimed that the St. 
Louis lines sold rebate tickets from points 
on the Union Pacifle Road at the 
cut rates long before he placed tickets on saie 
from pointo on the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé. e had deciared his readiness to withdraw 
the sale of tickets from -pointe west of the Mis- 
souri if the St. Louis lines would agree to do 
likewise, but they persistently refused to take 
any action in the matter, and he was therefore 
compelled to force the issue to make the same 
cut from points east, north, and south. 

It dves not look probabie that an amicable ar- 
rangement between the contendiag factions 
can be arranged very soon, and in the mean- 
while people will have an o perigee Aas travel 
at lower rates both to the Kast and West than 
ever vefore. 

The Wabash and Missouri Pacific Roads give 
notice that they have adopted the same rates 
both east and west bound as announced by the 
Alton yesterday.

THE GRAND TRUNK WAR. 

The rush at the Grand Trunk office yesterday 
was even greater than at any time since the re- 
duction in rates to Boston was made. There 
were sold yesterday over 450 tickets, and many 
had to go away and wait until to-day because 
there were no more accommodations. Since the 
war commenced, just one week ago, the Grand 
Trunk has sold about 1,800 tickets to Boston. The 
scarcity of sieeping-cars on the Grand Trunk 
causes the greatest annoyance. It has but one 
or two sleepers to each train at its disposal, and 
this is not enough to give berths to one-fourth 
of those that wouid prefer to ride in sleepers. 
The officiais of the Grand ‘Trunk say they 
mean to keep up the low rates until 
the Eastern trunk-line magnates agree to make 
a satisfactory arrangement, both as to freight 
and passenger business which will allow the 
Grand Trunk a fair proportion of each. The 
joint Executive Committee meets in New York 
to-day to take these matters under considera- 
tion. If the meeting comes to an understanding 
as regards these matters, the sale of cheap rates 
to the East ie likely to be discontinued within a 
day ortwo. Sbhouid the meeting, however, fail 
to harmonize the conflicting interests and ad- 
journ without accomplishing anything, people 
will bave an opportunity to go East at unprece- 
dentedly low rates for some time to come, and 
in such an event it is more than likely that the 
reguiar trunk lines ieading to Eastern seaboards 
wiil also take a hand in the ‘ight. 

The Grand Trunk officials announce that no 
tickets will be sold at its office on Sundays, 
but it will be open for the payment of rebates 
to parties coming bere from Boston.

DRUNKENNESS among the Southern ne- 
groes is promoted (1) by the indiscriminate 
sale of liquors at grocery and supply stores, 
(2) by the praetice of giving credit on such 
sales and taking a mortgage on the growing 
crops, (3) by the vile quality of the stuff 
palmed off for pure spirits. These are causes 
wholly orin part removable. Wise reform 
measures would diminish the sales of spirits 
one-half in a few years. If supply-stores 
which the negroes necessarily visit for their 
own and their employers’ petty purchases 
were prohibited from dealing in liquors one 
source of temptation would be gone. Debts 
created for liquor should be outlawed and 
exempted from the operation of a chattel 
mortgage; and, finally, a State inspection 
should keep the liquors pure, and impose 
heavy penalties for adulteration. If the ne- 
groes were further encouraged to substitute 
malt for alcoholic drinks they might get on 
very well. The climate is in their favor. 
They have little excuse for indulging in stim- 
ulants. Yet drunkenness prevails among 
thein to a frightful extent. Itis a pity that 
the North Carolina reformers did not con- 
fine their efforts within the limits indicated 
above. They might have accomplished some- 
thing practical, whereas they have by reach- 
ing out for too much failed to get what was 
easily within their grasp, and probably post- 
poned for years any practical measures of 
reform. 
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Tue Democrats, with their natural instinct 
for oflice, look upon the vacancy on the Su- 
preme Bench occasioned by the death of 
Judge Clifford as an opportunity whieh 
should be extended to their party.

Neither the American Union nor any sep- 
arate State within its borders would have toler- 
ated, in deference to cant and prejudice, the 
disorder Which has prevailed in Ireland during 
the last year. If one form of coercion bad 
proved insufticienpt more stringent remedies 
would have been applied, and murder and out- 
rage would at all bazards have been repressed. 
Not many months bave passed since a kind of 
Land League, which bad been established by 
gangs of lrish miners inacounty of the State 
of Pennsyivania, was cffectualiy dissolved by the 
process of trying and hanging twenty or thirty 
of the ringleaders. ‘Two or three yearsago a 
more formidable organization in the same State 
was reduced to obedience by the employment 
of asufticient armed force. At the same time, 
there is no country in which verbal sedition en- 
joys more complete immunity. 

The extracts we have quoted are not ajone 
gratuitous, since the conduct of the Ameri- 
can people has never furnished the Satur- 
day Review with any occasion for such 
charges, but they are grossly insulting. The 
American people have no sympathy with 
“dynamite assasins”’ or * private war,’’ and 
no toleration for lawbreakers of any kind. 
The very foundation of our institutions is re- 
spect for law, and nowhere would a free- 
booting assasin be more promptly punished 
than here. Nowhere would an armed con- 
spiracy against a foreign Government be 
more speedily suppressed; but mere talk is 
not enough, There must be overt acts of hos- 
tility. 

The Saturday Review says: “ Not many 
months have passed since a kind of Land 
League, which had been established by gangs 
of Irish miners in a county of Pennsylvania, 
was effectually dissolved by the process of 
trying and hanging twenty or thirty of the 
leaders.’’ In making this comparison the 
Review maliciously and falsely misstates the 
tacts in the case. ‘The leaders of the * Mollie- 
Maguire” mévement in Pennsylvania were 
hanged, not because they belonged to 
a dabor organization or any kind of 
Land League, but because they had 
murdered men who were obnoxious 
to their lawless behests and decress. No man 
was ever hanged in America for belonging 
to a trades-union or advocating its doctrines. 
And what is the Land League in Ireland? 
Nothing but a trades-union of half a million 
farmers, who have struck against extreme 
and impossibie rents, which consume every- 
thing they can raise and keep them in a con- 
dition of chronic poverty, and sometimes in 
an actual condition of starvation. 

Again says the Saturday Review: “ The 
Civil Warin America of twenty years ago 


Northern Americans on the principle that 
neither positive laws nor local aspirations 
should be allowed to prevail against the 
principle of the indivisibility of the Repub- 
lic.” This comparison is even more gro- 
tesquely unfair and malapropos than that 
of the Mollie Maguires. The coniditions of 
the South at the time of the Rebellion and of 
Ireland at the present time, or any other 
time, are as wide asunder as thé poles. They 
do not touch at a single point. When the 
Slave States seceded they had control of the 
Union. Every branch of the Gen- 
eral Government was in their hands, 
They had complete domination of the’ 
purse, the sword, the taxing power, the: 
patronage, foreign representation, and all 
the offices. Their system of slavery was but- 
tressed behind their own construction of the 
Constitution. When the slaveholders struck 
at the Union it was because they were not 
allowed to extend slavery over the Terri- 
tories of the Nation. They claimed the right 
to locate slavery wherever they pleased. 
When the people of the North demurred to 
these outrageous demands of the dominant 
oligarchy, the fifteen slave States made war 
on the Nation and sought to destroy it. 
When that war was over and the slavehold- 
ers were completely defeated not a Southern 
Rebel was hanged, not an acre of their plan- 
tations was confiscated. The only penalty 
they suffered was in. the emancipation of 
their bondsmen, who -were awarded the 
rights given to them by the Declaration of 
lndependence. 

Now, how does the case stand with lreland ? 
After war with England ending in Irish de- 
feat her leaders were hung when captured, 
and the lands of the entire nation were con- 
fiscated by the British Crown, and parceled 
out to nobles, retainers, and satellites. The 
whole people were robbed of their posses- 
sions and inheritance, and for centuries 
‘they haye been deprived in greater or 
less degree of their civil and religious 
liberties. They have been reduced to the 
condition of rack-rented serfs by an alien 
and absentee aristocracy. They have been 
pauperized, ground down into abject squalor, 
and robbed of every penny they have earned 
by the sweat of their brows. When crops 
were good the rents were raised, and ‘when 


were evicted for non-payment. They have 
been deprived of the actual means of sus- 
tenance. From a population of nearly nine 
millions thirty-five years ago they have been, 
by excessive rents, starvation, and eviction, 
reduced to five millions. They have been 
expatriated and driven into involuntary ex- 
ile through the barbarity of landjords and 
the crushing power of land laws and co- 
ercion acts enforced by the British army and 
navy and complete power of the English 
Government. The Lrish have been sent over 
to this country by millions, ignorant of our 
institutions, without money to buy tand or 
trade two make a living in the cities, 
and they and the people of this coun- 
try have been taxed for half a céntury 
to pay the Irish rack-rentals whenever 
crops were poor, and to send them pro- 
visions to keep them from starving. The 
people of this country, therefore, have a sufii- 
cient grievance, but their sympathy, never- 
theless, is not with “dynamite assasins,” as 
the Saturday Reriew maliciously charges.

HOW TO DESTROY BIMETALLISM. 

One of the goldite organs, the Boston Ad-. 
vertiser, has discovered what it regards as a 
really new device or plan for driving silver 
dollars out of circulation, and thereby coni- 
pelling Congress to direct their coinage to be 
discontinued, The Advertiser has had the 
new plan forced upon its judgment by the 
happening of a case which 1s expected to be- 
come celebrated in the courts. The facts are 
thus stated: 


A person wishing to cross the ferry to East 
Boston tendered a five-cent nickel piece in pay- 
ment of his fare. The ticket-taker gave him 
back as change three cents, one of which was. 
an old-fashioned copper, such as were coiged 
before 1857. The passenger refusing to accept 
this, and the collector declining to give another 
cent instead, a demand was mude for a return 
of the nickel piece, which was also refused,—the 
collector taking the greund that the passenger 
“having made a contract was bound to keep it.’”’ 
Subsequently the ferry collector sought for the 
advice of the City Solicitor, who is said to have 
informed him that “although, as a matter of 
rigbt, his ition might be correct, yet, as a 
matter of good judgement, he had better ex- 
cbapge the cent and thus avoid a waste of time.”’ 
If this opinion has been correctly reported, the 
City Solicitor showed good judgment in the use 
of the word * mighbt,”’ and in avoiding a direct, 
while making an implied, aflirmation that the 
collector's position was a sound one. 


Whereupon the Boston paper proceeds to 
an elaborate discussion of 4he question of 
*“legal-tender,” all of which may. be 
summed up in the simple statement that any 
person is at liberty to refuse legal-tender 
money— gold, silver, paper, copper, or nickel @ 
—in exchange for goods, labor, or services to 
be rendered, but not when offered in pay- 
mentfor goods delivered, or services ren- 
dered, or in payment of debts. It is true that 
legal-tender money may be refused when 
otfered in payment of debt, in which case the 
debtor ceases to be liable for interest or 
costs accruing after the tender is made. 

But the Boston Advertiser’s discovery is 
thatjno person is obliged to accept silver 
dollars in exchange for goods or services, if 
the refusal is made before the goods are de- 
Jivered or the services performed, and here 
is its triumphant conclusion: | 


We are not aware that the rights of parties in 
a matter of making and receiving change have 
ever been authoritatively taid down by any 
court of reputation. Kut until a decision of 
weight has been rendered the best rule for all 
persons to observe is to accept only good money, 
and to insist upon the cancellation of all bar- 
gains where money not the best is offered. If 
all peopie would follow this rule, if all who dis- 
like silver dollars would refuse to take them, 
the fate of bimetalliismin this country would be 
sealed tn a week's time, 


Of course, ne person can -be compelled to 
sell his goods and receive in exchange there- 
for silver dollars, or silver half-dollars, or 
nickel coins, or copper coins, or gold coins, 
or legal-tender greenbacks, or bank-notes. 
In fact, a man may refuse to sell his 
goods for any kind of money, and may in- 
sist that the purchaser shall deliver to him in 
exchange a stated quantity of dry goods, or 
number of boots and shoes, or pounds of 
nails, or any other commodity; or he may 
refuse to sell his goods at all and compel 
purchasers to go elsewhere... Nothing in 
this is new, but it is a rule that has existed 
from all time. It is as true of gold as it is 
of silver and copper, and if every person 
would refuse to take gold coin * the fate ot 
bimetallisim in this country would be sealed 
in a week’s time” just as effectually as 
if silver dollars were thus refused. So 
if every person would hereafter refuse 
to accept the notes of National banks, which 
notes are not a legal-tender, the fate of such 
bank-notes would be promptly sealed. So, 
also, if every person in the country would 
refuse to take, purchase, or read the Boston 
pavers, the fate of the Advertiscr would be 
sealed in a week’s time. The trouble with 
the Advertiser’s patent method of getting 
rid of the silver dollars is in getting the pub- 
lic to unite in refusing to take them, just as 
it will be in getting the people of the country 
to refuse to take greenbacks, or fractional 
Silver, or bank-notes, or even gold coin. The 
law does not stand particularly in the way of 
carrying out the Advertiser’s seheme: and 
that paper should address itself to educating 
the public mind to the point of not receiv- 
ing anything as money but gold coin. 
The banks have been trying that pol- 
icy for several years, but it has 
not been very successful. Persons having 
goods to sell or labor to dispose of will con- 
tinue to take greenbacks, bank-notes, and 
silver doliars, and even fractional silver and 
nickels and copper coins, despite the pre- 
dictions of the banks and the goldite papers 
that by so doing they will drive gold out ef 
the country: and ruin and destroy commerée, 
trade, and production, and reduce the people 
and the Government of the United States to 
bankruptcy, ruin, and desolation. 


THE GREAT COTTON-CLAIM SWINDLE. 
The narrative of the monstrous swindle 
perpetrated upon the Government through 
the Court of Claims by its rendering of a 
judgment for $296,044 in a suit originally 
brought by a New Orleans firm to reeover 
advances alleged to have been made upon 
cotton during the War is calculated to arouse 
feelings of indignation, which will be all the 
more intense because the Government is 
helpless in the premises. Swindling in 
Southern claims is no new form of fascality, 
but they have usually been detected and 
nipped in the bud by the use of proper vigi- 
lance, but in this case every corrupt practice 
that could be used to press a fraudulent 
claim was put in operation, and it went 
through successfully. 

As now appears in the revision of the case 
by the court, the New Orlearns firm made 
the claim for advances to planters on cotton 
which they alleged had been seized and its 
value covered into the Treasury, the claim 
being bogus. In 1864, Noblom, one of the 
firm, contracted with Clarence A. Seward to 
prosecute the claim, and the latter had en- 
gaged George Taylor, of Washington, to at- 
tend toit. R. Hi. Shannon, a United States 
Commissioner whose commission had been 
revoked, was employed to take the testimony, 
and received $5,000, and another party, Va- 
lade, who threatened to kill the case, was 
silenced with $14,000, In 187 a decision of 
the Supreme Court virtually killed the case, 
but the legal sharks did not abandon it. The | 
three lawyers engaged in it, Taylor, Lovell, 
and Corwine, put their heads together, and by 
a scheme which involved forgery, perjury, 
and bribery they reinstated the case in a 
new form, based upon new allegations, with 
figures and dates changed to suit them. 
Money was paid out like water, though 
some of the biggest rascals were the easiest 
to purchase. It was agreed to payto the 
Dent estate $5,000 for the services of Louis 
Dent, Gen. Grant’s brother-in-law, who had 
been engaged in the case in 1873, but was 
then dead, though this money was not paid

Other lawyers received the following install- 
ments of the: stolen money, as follows: 
George Taylor and C, A. Seward; $59,212; R. 
M. Corwine, $16,000; O, S. Lovell, $16,000; 
McGuire, $18,000; and Taylor and Lovell 
$6,800 for additional expenses. Capt. Pope, 
who had testified in the case, got $1,500; C, 
M. Conrad, $5,000; and Shannon, the United 
States Commissioner who took the testimo- 
ny, $5,000, The biggest rascal in! the corrupt 
ring, Aléxander Johnson, the Assistant 
United States Attorney-General, who was 
specially charged with the management of 
‘cotton claims, and who was defending(!) 
the Government, was bought up cheaply 
enough at $5,000, The only innocent party 
connected with the case was Assistant At- 
torney-General Coffroth, who detailed John- 
son to take charge, but he unfortunately is 
dead. With this exception, there was not a 
man connected with the case at the time the 
Government paid the claim who did not 
know that it was fraudulent, and that the 
judgment jad been obtained by false testi- 
mony, cooked-up affidavits, forgery, perjury, 
and bribery. ‘The first fraud was practiced 
by the original firm who brought the claim 
upon the Government. through the Depart- 
ment of State, where it was originally filed, 
and that firmis either bankrupt or dead, so 
there is no hope from that quarter of recov- 
ering the stolen money. The grosser frauds 
were practiced by the adventurers who 
prosecuted the claim under a so-called 
contract with a syndicate for shares of what 
might be recovered, and, as will be seen, 
divided their plunder, not only with their 
own corrupt counselors, but also with the 
principal law officer defending the Govern- 
ment. Unfortunately, in this case also, the 
death of Johnson, Dent, Corwine, and other 
leaders of the ring bars the prospect of re- 
covery, and the Government stands swindled 
out of $296,044 without recourse. Insucha 
case as this the old maxim, mortwis nil nisi 
bonum, seems a bitter mockery. No pun- 
ishment can be inflicted upon them here, 
but it is to be hoped in the interests of com- 
mon justice that the Ingersollian theory of 
future punishment is not correct. The re- 
cent decision of the court, which has exposed 
the infamous fraud practiced upon it in 
1874, is impotent so far as any restitution to 
the Government is concerned. Its only value 
is in its revelation of the dangers to which 
the Treasury is exposed at the hands of 
claimants, especially those of the Southern 
Stripe. It will be little less than criminal if 
it does not arouse the Government to the im- 
portance of protecting itself in thé future 
against the raids of similar scoundrels. The 
breed did not die out with the crowd that 
pressed the New Orleans claim.

He enlisted in the war of 112, and 
served with such credit that he was a Captain 
wheu it closed. He then returned to mercan- 
tile pursuits.

When that war broke out 
he had long been a Major-General of militia, 
and his appointment as a Major-General of Di- 
Vision in the volunteer army was recognized by 
every body as eminently fitting. He entered and 
occupied Jaiapa, and at Cerro Gordo led 
in person a storming party. against the 
Mexican intrenchments, for which he was 
honorably mentioned in the dispatches. After 
the war Gens. Patterson and Franklin Pierce 
became warm personal friends, and the former 
was Known to be a power behind the throne dur- 
ing VPierce’s Administration. 
wus a conservative Democrat, and, his friends 
insist, a fervent loyalist during the War. But 
owing to his fault or his misfortune he did not 
hold Gen. Jobneton’s forces in. the Shenandoah 
Valley, and the disastrous battle of Bull Kun 4 
which followed closed forever his military 
career. Gen. Patterson held many hovnorabie 
civil and business positions, but never a polit- 
ical office to which an emolument was attached. 
He had made it a principle of his life that he 
should - not take an office of profit, or allow his 
sons todo so. He wasa highly-honored citizen 
of Philadelphia, and the dinner given to him by

THE HIBERNIANS. 


‘NO CONNECTION WITH THE PALMER HOUSE 
CON VENTION. 

An evening paper ot yesterday contained a 
positive statement that “ the heads of the dilfer- 
ent lodges of the Auclent Order of Hibernians 
in this city had received imperative orders from 
the National Directory of that Order to have 
nothing whatever to do with the Palmer House 
Convention.” In order to ascertain the facts a 
TRIBUNE reporter last evening called upon Mr. 
M. H. Lyons, an employé of the Chicago Post- 
Office, who has for a long time been very promi- 
nentinthe A. O. H., and who was for several 
years’ County Delegate from that body: Mr. 
Lyons expressed surprise at the publication of 
such a story, and pronounced it utterly baseless 
and uotrue, 

** I happen to be,” he said, “one of the mem- 
bers of the National Directory, being elected to 
that position at the last National Convention 
which was held in St. Louis. The other mem- 
bers are Mr. Maginnis, of New Haven, Conn.; 
Mr. McNeelis, of Indianapolis; Matt Curran, of 
Louisville; and John Haggerty, of Cincinnati. 
I have. not received any notice or communica- 
tion whatever from them on this subject, where- 
as the first thing which would have been done, 
if action were necessary, would have been to 
notify all the members of the Committee.” . 

“What relation does the A. O. H. bear to the 
Palmer House gathe , Mr. Lyons?” . 

** None that I know of. I have not been at 
the Palmer House, nor bave lseen any of the 
delegates said- to be in attendance there. I 
know nothing about the affair at all, more than 
the stories given in the newspapers, and I don’t 
believe them. Fora couple of weeks past I 
bave scarcely talked witn a member of our 
Order, and you can be sure that if this were a 
matter in which we are at all Interested we 
would have discussed it in all its bearings. The 
Hibernians are just going along quietly in their 
regular way, attending to their own 
business and not interfering with 
conventions at the Palmer

COAL FREIGHTS. 

Vessel-owners were in high giee yesterday,

THE STEAM-WHISTLE ORDINANCE. 

It seems that the city authorities have deter- 
mined to enforce that section of the new ordi- 
nance relating to steam whisties which defines 
the size of whisties to be used by tugs and steam 
craft entering and navigating the Chicago River. 
Yesterday Officer Florence Donahue, who is de- 
tailed to report violauons of the city ordinances 
by vesseimen, yesterday served summonses on 
George P. Gilman, of the Union Towing Asso- 
ciation; Johu L. Byron, of “Manager John’s’’ 
Tug Line; and Ed Van Dalston to appear before 
Justice Wallace on the l7th inst., and answer the 
charges against them for violating the city 
ordinance by having whisties on their tugs 
larger than those prescribed by the law—pame - 
ly? thirteen inches long and three inches in 
diameter. It is understood that in case any of 
the gentiemen shall be tined for not complying 
with the requirements of the ordinance that 
an appeal will be taken and common 
cause made by the different towing associations 
in fighting the ordinance. The tugmen ciaim 
that the use of 80 small a whistie would be a vi- 
Olation of the Uuited States regulations govern- 
ing steam craft; that those regulations pre- 
scribe that steam craft must carry a whistle 
large enough to be heard plaiuly at at distance 
of a statute mile, and that a tbree-inch whistle 
cannot beso heard. The purpose is to carry the 
question into the United States Courts and there 
get a decision as to the validity of the ordinance. 
Another claim the tugmen make against the use 
of whisties 13x3 is that one whistie could not be 
distinguished from another, and would tend to 
increase the danger of navigating the river. 

AN INJUSTICE TO A WORTHY MAN. 

An item has been going the rounds of the 
newspapers published around the lakes to the 
effect t Capt. Louis Bogart, on assuming 
command of the schooner Muria Martin, had at- 
tempted to levy a tax (or “ blood money,” as it 
is styled) om the sailors aboard of his 
vessel for the privilere of sailing on 
her.

AROUND THE LAEES. 
A TOUGH-LOOKING WRECK. 

Detroit Free Press: The wreck of the tug Prin- 
diville is said to be the toughest looking old bull 
ever brought into port. Her upper works, in- 
cluding smokestack, whistle, and in fact every- 
thing above the main deck, have been destroyed 
by the waves or removed by the wreckers. Her 


post. Aft of the tow-post to the stern-post the 
starboard quarter is almost entirely gone and 
the port side badly twisted.

William 
Livingston, Jr., who superintended the work of 
raising the tug, is loudin bis praise of Mr. Dodd's 
ability as a diver, and declares that but for the 
latter’s help the Prindiville would tow be lying 
on the beach instead of being in the dry-dock at 
Port Huron. The machinery is ina first-class 
condition, and aftera littie ruobing up will be 
ready for business. It is thought that the work 
of rebuilding the Prindiville, which will be done 
by the Wolverine Dry-Dock Company at Port 
Huron, will occupy about tive weeks. The re- 
leasing of the Prindivilie was undoubtedly one 
of the most difficult pieces of wrecking work 
ever done on the lakes, and its successful com- 
pletion is much to the credit of William Living- 
ston, Jr., and Capt. David Girardin, of the tug 
John Martin, who successfully dredged away the 
sand from around the stranded boat.

The County Officers—Do They Hold 
Over? 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—I have carefully read your 
editorial of this date upon the vexed question 
of the election of County Judges, Clerks, and 
Treasurer this fall. I hbad previously read the 
opinion of that profound lawyer and able jurist, 
ex-Judge Leland, whom I have personally 
known for more. than thirty years; and with~ all 
due deference to your opinion, lam compelled 
tothink the Judge’s argument decidedly the 
better one. , You admit that it was probably 
tho intention of tne Legislature which sub- 
mitted the constitutional amendment and the 
active element which secured its adoption by 
the peopie to extend the terms of the incum- 
bent Judges, Clerks, and Treasurers until Dec. 
1, 1882, but that they were mistaken in their 
judgment as tothe effect of the language used 
in said amendment. 

Strange as it may seem, the subsequent Lee- 
islature took precisely the same view of the 
action had upoh the subject which had been 
taken by the previous one, and provided by law 
for its harmonious execution. Assuming that 
the opinion of Judge Leland is the cor- 
rect one, and that the arnendment went into 
effect the moment the result of the vote was 
legally canvassed and declared, then the oid 
constitutional provisions in relation to these 
offices were at once modified and required to be 
harmonized with the uew previsions. This the 
present Legislature has endeavored todo by 
enacting a law for the election of these oificers 
in November, 1582, instead of November, 1851. 

Now, it is not to be presumed that very many 
out of the 3U8 or more county otticers in ques- 
tion will surrender their places to persons -claim- 
ing to be elected in November, 188), without 
first testing their rights in the premises in the 
court of last resort. Should it then be decided 
that the new provisions of the Constitution do 
not go into effect until November, IS882, and 
that consequently the election this fall will have 
been held under the old constitutional provis- 
ions, will not the ollicers so elected claim that 
their terms of office extend througta full term 
of four years and that their successors elected 
in I882 must possess their souls in patience un- 
til December, 1885, when they may enter upon 
their duties for four years from that date, 
keeping their successors elected in 1886 three 
years in waiting for their terms to be- 
gin? It was certainly not the _  inten- 
tion either of the Legisiature or the people to 
establish by a constitutional provision the elec- 
tion of sO many county officers three years in 
advance of the time Of their accession to office. 
But if your construction be the correct one, 
may not this state of facts exist? And will not 
the parties elected this fall, if successful in 
ousting the present incumbents, claim to hold 
forafull term of four years, until it bas been 
passed upon by the Supreme Court? 

Yuu .are well advised that the established 
usage of all our higber courts upon all questions 
of doubtful meaning in the language of consti- 
tutions and lawsis to adopt that construction 
which wiil most certainly tend to quiet titles 
and terminate litigation,—a vbing which would 
be effectually done in the present case if Judge 
Leland’s opinion should prevail, whereas the 
contrary cffect would be produced should your 
construction be adopted. : 

While the opinions of Governors and Legisla- 
tures are by no means binding upon the courts, 
nevertheless such constructions as legislative 
bodies and State Executives may have put upon 
the laws will always receive respectful consid- 
eration from the coufts. Respectfully submit-

Civil-Service Reform. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CricaGco, Aug. 8.—This is my plan for Civil- 
Service reform: In the first place, let me re- 
mark that l make a distinction between elec- 
tions soughtdirectly from the people and ap- 
pointments derived from authorized officials. I 
only speak of the lattcr. Ihave no complaints 
to make of the former. 

No man should be appointed to office who goes 
to Washington to secure it. Neither should any 
man be appointed who refers to his active par- 
ticipation in politics as a revommendation or 
qualification. There should be a Board of Ap- 
pointment authorized, which sbould sit in Wash- 
ington. All applications for office should be 
made to this Board, and all appointments be 
made by them. 

Each applicant should address this Board by 
‘jetter, in his own handwriting, stating the office 
be desires, and when the term of the present in- 
cumbent will. expire. This application should 
be made not more than three wontbs before the 
expiration of the term. The applicant sbould 
comply with certain rules and regulations which 
it is unnecessary for me to detail at length. 
That is, he should siate pame, age, national- 
ity, previous occupations, present occu- 
pation, and any particular reason which 
now induces him to ask for the  ofltice. 
He should then refer to at least twelve 
men of business or official reputations who have 
known him for not less than five vears, and who 
have suthcient knowledge of him to judge of his 
moral fitness and general capacity for the office 
he seeks. The Board, in filling this particular 
otlice, nay reject many of the applications upon 
their face, but such as seem worthy may be tiled 
for investigation. The references may be ad- 
dressed with the understanding that all com- 
munications ‘are regarded as strictly confiden- 
tial. By the course here brietly outlined tne 
claims of all bonorabie aspirants to office are 


| recognized and respected, anda better ciass of 


men tor office can be selected, entirely free from 
the corrupting intluence of personal or pecunia- 
ry obligations in securing the office. When this 
application is filed the work of the applicant 
censes, He has nothing more todo but to-wait 
and see who wets the vitice. 

Until some such plan as this is adopted we 
Shail never have any reform in our Civil Serv- 
ice. Until people learn that the way to secure 
office isto be worthy of it, and then have the 
sense to know that of those who are worthy 
not over one in a hundred or a thousand, 
as the case may be, is needed, will we 
be rid of the wickedness, the corrup- 
tion, the bitterness, and the animuosities 
that are all a necessary part of the present sys- 
tem of appointments to office. When the pres- 
ent system shall be brought under some such 
plan as is here indicated then many of the eviis 
incident to our elections by the people will cease.

Rocks Ahead. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—I notice in your columns an 
elaborate article from the London Pall Ma!l 
Gazette, entitled **Rocks Ahead,” tending to 
show the nearness of a financial crisis in the 
United States. 

While the ability or the writer cannot be ques- 
tioned, his arruments are so one-sided as to 
show that he does not comprebend all the ele- 
ments of financial strength of our people. It is 
s0 fashionable of late to hold up to us the 
dangers ahead that | desire to atempt to remove 
this catise tor alarm, which serves to handicap 
our enterprises with fears of the future and 
prevent our development to the extent it will 


’ result in if this alarm did not prevail. 


No Continental writer can intelligently ap- 
preciate the elements that enter into our finan- 
cial condition as compared with theirs. Theirs 
are old countries. For centuries one generation 
after another has been developing their re- 
sources. Not only have they been largely de- 
veloped totheir full extent, Dut in many cases 
these sources of wealth have become entirely 
exhausted. Successive cropping of lands for 
generations bave deteriorated them to the ex- 
tent that their crops, are only in proportion to 
the fertilizers and labor applied tothem. Con- 
stant cropping of their pastures, with little re- 
turn of tbe elements withdrawn, have 
alarmingly reduced their capacity. And yet 
with these iands held at from $100 to $500 per 
acre, and at a yearly rental of from $20 to $5 
per acre, | submit that the assertion that from 
our cheap and fertile soils we cannot sell them 
meats toa wreater extent each coming year is 
without warrant from any standpoint from 
which we can look at it. The great question for 
ns to determive is, to what extent will their 
means allow them to eat meats, and then simply 
prepare ourselves to supply that demand... Soit 
is 10 a great extent with cereals. 

The claim that we area debtor nation is true; 
but cau we find an exception ig any nation npun 
the other continent in this regard? When 
they reflect that within scarcely mere than a 
decade we have reduced our indebtedness from 
$2,700,000,000 to less than $1,800,000,000, and the 
interest from 7 per cent to about half that rate, 
and that this indebtedness is so much’ more 
largely due to our own people than ever before, 
it shows a lightening of our load almost without 
a parallel, and ali this dome too by a people who 
are prosperous to-day beyond precedent. This 
scipline seems to baye strengthened rather 
weakened them. The Nation is strong and 
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and energies into proper channeis. 

That railways have been buiit in anticipation 
of present demands is true to some extent. 
That the people will some time realize this fact 
is probable, and a desire to realize upon this 
stock may cause a panic. But it will be em- 
phatically a stock panic, and those whoare do- 
ing legitimate business, or dealing in property 
or goods of real value, will laugh at those floun- 
dering in the abyss where speculation buried 
thein. Then the money withdrawn from these 
stocks will go into legitimate business, or real 


» estate, and make business mvure prosperous and 


real estate more valuabie. Capitai will have 
learned the dangers of entering the field of 
speculation, aud more readily and certainly 
seek more stable investments. Undoubtedly a 
wholesale desire to realize on stocks would pro- 
duce a temporary disturbance of business, but 
it would not last beyond the time our people re- 
covered their powers of reflection. 

No panic in stocks can affect the business in- 
terests of the country, or values, as the panic of 
IsT3 did. Then almost everything wus done 
upon the credit system. Property everywhere 
was mortgaged to capital. Speculators specu- 
lated upon borrowed money. They borrowed 
all they could, and paid 10 per cent interest and 
beavy commissions to fret it. The capitalists 
who loaned most liberally received the largest 
interest as the inducement. Farmers pur- 
chased land and paid for it in mortgages, and at 
a rate of interest no system of farming could 
warrant. Three-fourths the buildings of our 
own city were under heavy liens. State, county, 
municipal, and town appropriations were gen- 
erous, and taxation high to meet tnem. This 
bas changed. Successive abundant crops, sold 
at good prices, have added untold millions of 
wealth to our currency, and have made the 
farmers independent of borrowed capital. They 
have improved their buildings and farms and 
have stock on hand. They are nearly ali forti- 
fied to resist a long and strong assault. Proper- 
tv in country and city has gone into stronger 
hands, and is largely unincumbered. ‘That 
which is under a lien is at 6 per cent interest, a 
reduction of almost One-half the rate of ante- 
panic times. The income of this property will 
pay all interest promptly. Capital has no such 

rasp upon our material interests as it had in 

S75, and it is begging investment at the lowest 
rates ever known in the history of the country. 

To be a debtor Nation to a limited extent is no 
detriment to its interests. It prevents wild ap- 
propriations and misuse of public funds. Leg- 
isiators dare not increase a public debt already 
too large, and it results in legislation for 
national interests, to enable it to pay this 
National indebtedness. So personal indebted- 
ness to a limited extent serves as an incentive 
to greater energy and enterprise. If interest is 
to be paid, it results in exertions to earn. 

It labor does not overreach itself in such exor- 
bitant demands as to stifle enterprise, and in- 
crease cost of manufactures s0 much our 
people can purchase abroad cheaper than at 
homer if contagious epidemics do not sweep 
over the country to an unusual extent; with the 
crops now almost assured us, no stock panic 
can permanently affect the material interests 
of the American people so long as they appre- 
ciate their strength and ‘Shave contidence in 
themselves.

THE BEIDLER INQUEST. 


No Conclusion Arrived At as to the 
Cause of His Death. 

The inquest on the body of John Beidler, 
which had been adjourned toallow time fora 
full investigation of all the circumstances con- 
nected with his death, was concluded yesterday 
by Coroner Matson at bis office. The first wit- 
ness called was Mr. A. F. Beidler, a brother of 
the deceased, who testified that he lastsaw John 
on Friday, July 22, about 7:15 p.m. He had 
worked as usual during the day,and both at 
work and at home showed no symptoms of 
physical or mental disturbance. He took sup- 
per at home,and then left for down-town to mail 
some letters at the Post-Office. These letters 
were afterwards found on the body. 

Mr. A. F. Murphy, a clerk, who knew deceased 
very well, suid that he was ridi on a Madison 
street car from his home on the; West Side duown- 
town on the evening of July 22. He Was on the 
iront platform of the car, and when they had 
got down about as far as Jefferson street he saw 
Jobn Beidier in another part of the car and 
spoke with him. At 7:30 p.m. witness t off 
the cuaron the corner of State and Madison 
streets, and as he did so asked Beidlerif he was 
gving the same way as witness,—that is, south 
on State to Mouroe. Beidler replied in the neg- 
ative, and, as witness believed, said something 
about going to a concert, although on this point 
witness was rot positive. Beidier remained on the 
car which turned north on State. There was 
nothing unnatural or peculiar in his manner. 
The witness was positive that the time he last 
saw deceased was 7:30 p. m., as he noticed the 
clock twice. 

F.C. Dixon, a coal-dealer residing at No. 205 
West Van Buren street, just east of Green 
street,swore that John Beidler came to his 
house about 7:40 p.m. that night and left at 
4:15. When he left it was getti dark, and 
Beidler was joined on the sidewalk by a man 
who Kad been pacing up and down waiting for 
him. The conversation between witness and 
the deceased was on business matters, and there 
was nothing peculiar in Mr. Beidier’s appear- 
ance or conversation. The talk was had on the 
piazza in front of witness’ residence, sev- 
eral feet above the street, and he 
saw the man who was waiting for 
Mr. Beidier waiking up and down. This person, 
whom the most diligent inquiry bas failed to 
locate, wus of medium hight, thick set, and wore 
dark clothes. P 

CHARLES H. CHANDLER, 
an acquaintance of the deceased, testified that 
on the night in question he was riding past 
Dixon's bouse on a Van Buren car and saw de- 
ceased on the piazza. He feit pretty certain 
that this was just about 8 o'clock. 

Mr. Cuson, who rents boats on the Lake- Front 
between Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, testi- 
lied that on the evening of July 22, at about 8:15 
ors:18 p. m., a young man dressed in dark- 
gray clothes rented one of his boats, paying 25 
cents for an bour'’s ride. He had no beard or 
mustache, and was apparently about 18 or 19 
years of age. His appearance was so good that 
witness did not ask him for a deposit or 
security, and he rowed off into the lake. 
There was a dead swell on the water, 
but no sea to speak of, and witness considered 
the boat perfectly safe in such water, especially 
as the young man seemed to kuow how to bandle 
it. But the young man had never returned, nor 
had the boat been seen since. Some boys who 
went out at the same time said, on their return 
at 9 o'clock, that they saw the man outside the 
breakwater, southeast of the round-house, and 
asked him if he was going in, to which he re- 
plied in the negative. itness had seen the 
clothes worn by Mr. Beidiler, and thought they 
looked a good deal like those worn by his cus- 
tomer, but could not swear positively to them. 

The affidavit of one of the boys was read, and 
went to corroborate Cuson’s testimony in part. 
Mr. Cuson said further that be noticed a watch- 
chain—yellow and with large inks—on the vest 
of the man who hired bis boat. 

Dr. Chaffee, who assisted at the t-mortem, 
read the statement of Dr. Bluthardt, which bas 
already been published. He described the cop- 
dition of the lungs and other vurgans, and the 
bruises about the head, and concluded that 
decexsed came to his death by asphyxia, having 
either received a violent blow and then been 
thrown in the water or else drowned. (Pr. 
Cbhutfee and another physician concurred in the 
statement. 

Two young fellows named Doran and Daly 
told how they saw the body floating off the 
‘T'wenty-eight-street pier on the Friday follow- 
ing Mr. Beidier’s disappearance. They went out 
in their buat and towed the body ih with a line 
and fastened it to the pier until a policeman ar- 
rived. The body was searched by the officer, 
but no watch was found. Thetwo upper but- 
tons of the coat were fastened. 

A statement from the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency reviewing the testimony, and suggest- 
ing that Mr. Beidler was overtaken by sea- 
sickness and lost control of his boat, was read. 
The medical testimony, which showed that some 
digested food from the stomach was foynd in 
the mouthinclined somewhatto bear out this 
hypothesis. The jurors found that John Beidier 
came to his death on or about July 22 by drown- 
ing in Lake Michigan, but that from the ev- 
dence produced they were unable to determine 
whether the drowning was the result of accident 
or foul play.

No matter what the railroad magnates may do 
in the way of restoring rates, the fact remains 
that business is so poor that the roads cannot 
make enough to pay their dividends. Any at- 
tempt to keep up rates will only result in cheat- 
ing by the poorerroads. Mr. Vanderbilt is right 
in his determination to makea very iow tariff 
betore he is compelled todo so by the building 
of other roads, the clamor of the people, and 
the diversion of traffic by the water routes. 

Business for the day is without material 
change. If anything the demand for New York 
exchange between banks isa shade firmer.

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BARBED WIRE. 


The Monopoly of the House of 


Washburn, Moen & Co. 


How the Farmers of Iowa Pro- 
pose to Resist That Mo- 
nopoly. 


Questions to Come Before the Federal 
Court at Des Moines Next 
October. 


Ben Butler One of the Counsel for the 
Anti-Monopolists’ Associa- 
tion.

Des Mornes, Ia., Aug. 9.—Washburn, Moen & 
Co., the barbed-wire monopolists, must have a 
very singular idea of the literary taste of lowa 
farmers. They have scattered far and wide, 
freely, a pamphiet of sixteen pages, ostensibly 
setting forth the Patent laws of the United 
States and England, yet: very ingeniousiy dove- 
tailing in the story of their barbed-wire monop- 
oly. True, the doseis nota large one, though 
Patent-Oflice reports are not generally consid- 
ered very interesting reading; but, in this case, 
there is 

‘A WOOF OF FICTION OR FANCY 
woven into it to attract attention, special effart 
being made to inform Western farmers that it 
is unwise to attempt to resist the claims of the 
monopoly; that they are really the friends of 
inventors in establishing their patents; that they 
are really the friends of farmers; that, having 
the means and the control of all patents, they 
can furnish farmers with a better wire than 
formerly; and they refertothe history of the 
Washburn house for half a century to enlist 
confidence in their statements. The pamphiet 
closes with letters from the Hon. Charles Mason, 
of Burlington, defending the Washburn house 
in the exclusive control of these patents. A 
similar letter was recently published in the State 
Register here, by Judge W. E. Miller} in which he 
very earnestly 

AND “ DISINTERESTEDLY ”’ 

cautioned the farmers of lowa against attempt- 
ing to defraud the Washburn house of their 
rights, or joining the State Protective Associa- 
tion for the purpose of “stealing ’’ property be- 
longing to the Washburn house,—the venerable 
Judge presuming that the high regard which 
people have had for him personally. and the fact 
that atone time he was ou the Supreme Bench, 
would secure confidence in bis assertions. But 
Judges Mason and Miller are both paid atior- 
neys of the Washburn bouse; and, as in the case 
of James F. Wilson, the well-known railroad at- 
torney, who is a Granger candidate for United 
States Senator, what he said as an attorney 
counts for nothing, and isnot to be considcred 
at all as personal views. 

It is quite evident that the Washburn house 
have concluded that they have met in the farm- 
ers of lowa 
A RESISTANCE THEY HAD NOT EXPECTED; 
and they will find, before they eet through witb 
them, that it will require more than paper bul- 
lets to compela surrender to their unrighteous 
monopoly. The farmers of lowa cannot under- 
stand how the decisions of the Chicago court in 
the case of reissue of patents could give the 
Washburn house a monopoly of the manufact- 
ure and salc of ail barbed-wire fence in this 
country; and they propose to get amore con- 
piete. and final elucidation of the probiem 
through all the courts of the United States. 
The Farmers’ State Protective Association, 
which is composed whbolly of farmers, 
do not propose to make war on 
the Washburn house, or to refuse 
compensation to any-bona fide inventor of use- 
fularticies. But they do object to, and will re- 
Sist tu the ultermost, 

THE PAYMENT OF AN UNBIGHTEOUS TAX 
to the Washburn house, who neyer invented 
anything, but who are rich wire-makers and 
patent-right speculators. ‘They simply with 
their money bought seven patents for making 
barbed wire, hoping by so doing that they would 
be strong enough to crush out all others; that, 
like Scott’s coun, the others would come down 
without a shot. But the lowa Koons dian’t 
come down. Of the 2) patents’ issued, the 
Washburn house have succeeded by titiwation it 
securing a monopoly of the busises®t. And 
what is the result? They have increased tne 
price of wire ol per cent; and 
no farmer can discover that the Washburn bouse 
wire, for which he pays 10 cents a pound, is any 
bette rtbhan that he bought formerly at seven,— 
for*be it known that uo licensee of the Wash- 
burn house is permitted to sell wire to farmers 
at less than 10 cents, though every agent will tell 
you it can be sold at seven and one-half, and pay 
a profit and royalty beside. 

Some of the best lawyers in the country 

DO NOT BELIEVE 
the decisions made at Chicaywo can be sustained. 
Ben Butler, of Massachusetts, is One of them; 
and he bas been retained by the Farmers’ State 
Association, and will be here in October to de- 
fend the Association in one of these cases. 

The decisions svem to nave be en made on re- 
issues, and # is on these reissues that the Wash- 
burn house base theif claims. Now, Mr. Glid- 
den, in his original application for a patent, dis- 
tinctly snys: ** 1 do not claim to have originated 
the device known as spurs or prongs on the 

wires, they baving been used before, but con- 
fine inyseif to the means for bolding the spurs 
at proper intervals on the wires, and for attain- 
ing a uniform tension of the wire.’ Now, no 
fence was ever built under or iike his patent. 

Within two years from the issue ot this 
patent twenty-four other patents were issued 
to other inventors. .In the meantime the 
Washburn house became interested in the Glid- 
den patent, and proc ured a reissue of it,iun which 
Glidden claims **as new, and to be secured by 
letters patent, as in combination with a fence- 
wire, a barb formed of a short piece of pointed 
wire, secured upon the wire, and forming two 
projecting points.’ ‘This is a claim for i 
ANOTHER AND ENTIRELY DIFFERENT 

THING 
from the original. 

This reissue business isan old trick with the 
Washburne house, and the United: States Su- 
preme Court recently pricked them with a prong 
trom their own barbed wire. It was a reissue 
fora turbine water-wheel. The case will be 
found in United States Reports, Vol. 102, p. 40s. 
Justice Bradley says: 

But a change comes over the scene. The 
patent becomes the property of a corporation 
that manufactures wheels; a monopoly of the 
business is very desirable; other wanulacturers 
make turbine wheels upproaching somewhat in 
uppearance to that described in Swain's patent. 
The usual remedy in such cases is resorted to. 
A reissue of the patent is sought with expanded 
claims, sufficiently general and comprehensive 
toembrace a wide movopoly of structure, and 
to shut up competing establishments. In this 
way the Patent laws have been made the instru- 
mentof great injustice and oppression. The 
real object and desigu of a reissue have been 
abused and subverted. 

NOW, WHAT [8 THE ISSUE 
in this matter? The Farmers’ Protective As- 
sociation, formed, uoder the Corporation laws of 
the State, of farmers, bas purchased the patent 
to make barbed wire, issued to one Koons, of 
this city, and pronounced by experts to be the 
best machine for barbing wire known. The as- 
sociation purchased it, as they had aright to. 

It is a valid patent, issued by the United States 
Government. They bave made arrangements 
to manufacture barbed wire under this patent, 
as they havea lawful right todo. They agree 
to sell the wire to members of the assuciation, 
from the best steel, for 

SIX AND A HALF CENTS PER POUND, 
with a further deposit of three-fourths of a 
cent per pound, to be kept asa royalty fund in 
case the courts should ultimately decide the 

_— was an intringement on other claims. 

f the courts do not so decide, the three-fourths 
of acent per pound reverts to the purchaser. 
This will save to the farmer nearly 3 cents per 
pound, and pay a royalty fee beside. The asso- 
ciahon defends ail members against litigation 
by the Washburn. house. 

There are, therefore, 

BUT TWO QUESTIONS 

in this matter: 

1. Isthe patent under which the association 
make barbed wire an infringement of any of the 
claims of the Washburn house? This question 
will come before the Federa! Court here at the 
October term, on a motion filed by the monop- 
oly for an injunction to restrain the association 
from making wire under the noons patent. 

2. Whether capitalists can combine so that the 
whole business of making any article shall be a 
close corporation, controlled by a few men, ex- 
acting extortionate royalties from consumers, 
and forcing the farming community of the West 
to become subject to the arbitrary wiil of one 
ortwomen? Or, in other words, whether the 
Washburn house can extort from farmers of the 
West as royalty 

THREE TIMES 

the royalty actual! 7 paid by the manfacturers 
or Licensees to the Washburn house or the alleged 
patentees? It will uire more than the 
pamphietory fusilade monopoly, or the 
crack of the nog of feed attorneys, to answer 
this cmeetion iu lowa. It will be discussed on 
the farm, by the roadside, and in public gather- 
ings, until those who thus seek to rob the peopie 
of lowa will Be reminded, in language similar to 
that used by Tom U pdegraff, the Stalwart Con- 
rom the Third District. and the un-

CRIMINAL PROCEDURE. 


Changes Introduced by the New Code 
of Procedure in New York. 
New York World, Aug. & 

In three weeks more the new Code of 
Criminal Procedure will go into effect. This 
will occasion many changes in our dealings 
with crime and criminals. Liquor-dealers, 
for instance, are already congratulating each 
other that policemen will. be prevented from 
annoying them at night or on Sunday by the 
following provisions: Arrest is the taking 
of a person into e ustody that he may be held 
to answer foracrime. If thecrime be a mis- 


| demeanor the arrest cannot be made on Sun- 


day or at night unless by dire ction of a 
magistrate indorsed upon a warrant.”’’ At- 
torneys are gratilied that they can hereafter 
challenge and examine individual Grand jurors 
for having “a state of miid in reference to 
the case or to either party which satisties the 
Court in the exercise of a sound discretion 
that he (the Grand ors cannot act impartially 
and without prejudice to the substantial rights 
of the party challenging.” Attorneys are also 
pleased thata Grand Jury is to be contined to 
hearing “legal evidence,” and that it may, 
“whenever it has reason to believe that evi- 
dence within reach will explain away the charge, 
order such evidence to be produced,’’ even to 
the calling of the defendant. The public will be 
rejoiced to know that the new code allows read- 
ing before a Grand Jury of the deposition of a 
witness then absent from the State, which was 
taken before a magistrate woe the accused 
either cross-examined or bad an opportunity of 
cross-cxamining such witness. Indictments are 
now to be simply drawn, and may be amended 
upon trial; and po indictment will be insuf- 
licient which “enables the Court to 
pronounce judgement upon a con- 
viction according to the right of the case,”’ and 
which ** does not tend to the prejudice of the 
substantial rights of the defendant upon the 
therits."" Other notabie novelties are the pre- 
vention of what, in Tombs language, is called 
* rnilroading,”’ since every accused is entitled to 
a delay of two days after his first arraignment. 
Acquittal must tollow a.reasonabie doubt wheth- 
er guilt) bas been “ satisfactorily”’’ shown. A 
jury may tind the facts specially, and then leave 
the Judge to say if the facts really amount toa 
verdict of guilty. A Jude is no longer forbid- 
den to express, and itis not crrorif he does not 
retrain from expressing his opinion on the facts. 
Writs of error are superseded by simple ap- 
peals; the record must be sent into the upp 
Court within ten days, ang the Appellate Court 
“must give judgment without regard to tech- 
nical errgrs or defects or exceptions which 
do bot affect the substantial rights. of 
the parties.”” A substantial “habitual crim- 
inal” act will go into force under which 
a once convicted — felon and a five 
times convicted misdemeanant mav be arrested 
and committed to prison if *‘in possession” of a 
pistol or felonivus tvol, or if “in any place or 
situation under circumstances giving reasona- 
ble ground to Delieve that he is intending or 
waiting the opportunity to commit some crine,”’ 
And when a Coroner's jury bus implicated sor 
one by a “verdict” the proceedings go toa 
magistrate who must use the depositions as a 
charging affidavit and proceed to adjudicate 
upon the guilt of the accused, thus depriving 
Coroners of all magisterical powers except the 
one power of issuing a warrant of arrest return- 
able before a wsual mayistrate. As there are 
only about 200 out of the #63 sections which in- 
troduce new modes of procedure it may be fair- 
ly said that the new code will neither confuse 
nor radically change the systems of arrest, ex- 
umination, bail, trials, and judgments with 
which the community is more cr less familiar.
